Resolution Passed in Sen- 
ate Making November 
11, Armistice Day, a Le- 
gal Holiday in Georgia. 


Discussion of woman suffrage be- 
came a feature of the state leg- 
islature Thursday when the amend- 
ment to the state constitution was 
brought before the state senate, and 
its passage urged by Senator Fer- 
mor Barrett, author of the meas- 
ure. An attempt to table the bill 
was forestalled, but a motion to 
postpone consideration of the Ail 
until Monday was passed.- 

The moti to table the measure 
was made ‘ame oe Lunsford and 
was voted down by a count of 19 
to 18, while the postponemegt mo- 
tion was made by Senator Kea, of 
the sixteenth, and was passed by 
22 votes to 19. The action was the 
same on both bills of Senator Bar- 
rett’s, which propose amending two 
paragraphs of the constitution by 
elimination of the word “male” in 
defining voters’ qualifications. 

November 11, Armistice day, was 
designated as a legat- holiday by a 
resolution introduced by Senators 
Kaigler Bell, of the twelfth and 
fifty-first districts, respectively. 
The resolution was passed unani- 
mously by the upper house, and is 
expected to receive favorable con- 
sideration of the house. That all 
flags shall be flown at half-mast 
on this day as a tribute to the men 
who died in the world war is a pro- 
vision of the resolution. 

A bill introduced by Senators 
Parker, of the forty-seventh, and 
Shingler, of the tenth, in 1919, au- 
thorizing the issuance of bonds for 
use in constructing a portion of 
the state-wide roads, came up for 
passage, but was postponed until 
Tuesday in order to allow time for 
its consideration. 

Creation of the new county of 
Lamar from sections of Pike. and 
Monroe counties was authorized in 
a new bill introduced by Senators 
Le Sueur, of the twenty-third. 
Glenn, of the forty-third, and Elder, 
of the first. Barnesville is the 
proposed county seat of the new 
county. 

The first bill passed by the sen- 
ate defined group insurance and 
prescribed the conditions under 
which it may be issued as only in 
groups of fifty or more persons. 
Its author is Senator Ivan E. Al- 
len, of Atlanta. 

Loss of time was strenuously Op- 
posed by President Sam L. Olive. 
who called Senator Brooks to the 
chair and took the floor in opposi- 
tion to a motion to adjourn over 
Friday and Saturday, made by Sena- 
tor J. J. Flynt, of Griffin. He said 
that the press of business at pres- 
ent before the state legislature de- 
manded immediate consideration, in 
order to prevent the crowded con- 
dition which would later come with 
the result that proper consideration 
would not be given to much impor- 
tant legislation.

MARGIN OF PROFIT 
FOR COAL DEALERS 
SHOWS INCREASE 


Washington, June 24.—Coal pro- 
duction statistics compiled by the 
federal trade commission from re- 
ports submitted by 1,081 operators 
for the month of March indicaje an 
increase in theprofit per ton Of 13 
cents, or 45 per cent. 

The rhargin of profit per ton in 
March, the commission declared to- 
day, was 42 cents against 29 in Feb- 
ruary. Average cost per ton was 


\ing month and the output per work- 
ing day increased 5 per cent. The 
average number of days worked by 
each miner during March was given 
as’ 19, against 17 In February. 
Production in March by the op- 
erators reporting to the commission 
aggregated 16,097,642 tons, as com- 
pared with 13,774,956 tons in the 
preceding month, and a monthly av- 
erage of 14,197,000 tons in 1918. 
The commission fixes detailed 
analysis of the month's. reports 
showed an average cost per ton 
f.o.b. the mine, of $2:33 and an av- 
erage sales price of $2.74 approxi- 
mately. Under the tread of ex- 
penses, labor led with $1.72 pey ton, 
supplies cost 27 cents and “gener 
expenses” 34 cents per ton. [mn 181 
the labor item was $1.49, supplies 
25 cents and general expenses 29 
cents, giving a total cost per ton at 


} the mine of $2.04 in that year, when 


the sales price was $2.65.

| Indications Are That Gov- 
ernment Has Decided to 
Handle Situation Upon 
Iron Glove Basis. 


| LOOTING IS GENERAL 
THROUGHOUT THE CITY 


‘And Snipers Continue 
Their Deadly Work. 
Houses and Shops Bar- 

-ricaded and No Food Is 
Being Delivered. 


Dublin, June 24.—The government 
is apparently proceeding to deal 
with Londonderry upon an iron 
glove basis, as forecast in recent 
dispatches telling of troop move- 
ments towards the chaotic section. 
Frantic appeals from citizens_in the 
rioting city for additional soldiers 
hive been answered, after three 
/days, by the arrival of forces which 
may be able to cope with the situ- 
ation. 

All is not, however, yet peaceful 
in Londonderry. In one place the 
military and police were forced to 
adopt war-time tactics. Digging 
themselves in,*in order to afford 
themselves some progection from 
swarms of snipers. ~ 

Looting Wontinues wherever the 
military turn their backs, and as 
the soldiers are unable to cover the 
entire town thoroughly, the city 
has never been free from shooting, 
Pholdups and gang attacks. 

One of the first bodies of rein- 
forcement to arrive was a detach- 
ment of mé@rines landed from the 
river, Who were rushed to the scene 
in a destroyer. 

‘Deadly Work of Snipers. 

The snipers, in their deadly duel- 
ing, have for the most part ignored 
the soldiers, confining their efforts 
to kill members of the opposing 
factions. 

Houses and shops are barricaded. 
Peaceful citizens are living as well 
as they can behind closed and bolt- 
ed doors, unablé to go to business 
or emerge in search of food sup- 
Plies which, in many cases, are run- 
ning low.

They were 
mostiy women and children and had 
been cooped up in their homes since

Snipers kept up a fusilade upon 
trains between Londonderfy and 
Strabane, and after one or two ex- 
periences, passengers were com- 
pelled to lie isut on the floors while 
passing through danger spots. 

Refugees ‘began to arrive from 
Londonderry today in Tyrone and 
Doneral, declaring that 
f->ces had ousted them >from their 
homes. They said the 
were holdine the roads from Car- 
rigan to Londonderry, and that 
they were heavily entrenched be- 
fore Hénwood. 

It is feared that unless. the Lon- 
donderry disorders are checked, 
similar scenes will otcur in- other 
northern Ireland towns. An un- 
confirmed rumor reached here to- 
day that considerable bodies of Sinn 
Feiners are near Belfast, prepar- 
ing to attack the city. 

Hospitals Full of Wcennded Men. 

Dispatches from Londonderry de- 
tailing the events of the last two 
days report that the hospitals are 
full of wounded men. Detzchments 
of troops are now stationed on the 
roof of the! cathedral, attempting 
to pick off snipers from vantage 
points on roof tops. 

A battalion from the Cheshire 
regiment is reported to be march- 
ing towards Londonderry from Col- 
eraine, where the troops Were dis- 
embarked from a train in fear that 
an. attempt would be made _ to 
wreck it. ' , 

There was an apparent full in 
the fighting this afternoon, due 
probably to a growing respect on 
the part of the fighters for the ma- 
chine gun action which punctuated 
the darkness with its rattle 
throughout the night. The city is 
assuming an aspect of real war.

IN TOILS OF LAW 


Sixty Indictments Against 
Oil Companies and Bro- 
kers for Using Mails to 
Defraud. 


New York,-June 24.—The 
time-worn, bewhiskered game 
paying “dividends” out of the sale 
of new stock and other equally 
wildcat. schemes, such as adverti& 
ing an output of “600 barrels of oil 
a day,” whereas the company’s 
holdings consisted of not so much 
as a hole in the ground, are some 
of the accusations against‘ oil com- 
panies, brokerage’ concerns, and 
stock salesmen in more than sixty 
indictments handed down today in 
United States court here. 

The indictments are on the direct 
federal charga of misuse of the 
mails, and are found against some 


old, 
of 


widely-bought oil stock concerns in| 
the country. Officials who have 
been investigating the boom in al- 
leged fake stocks declare that mil- 
lions of dollars have been lost to 
investors through dealings with the 
concerns and individuals now under 
indictment. 

One of the best-known compa- 
nies to face trial is Ranger Oil, by 
which, the indictment declares, 
stock bought at 20 cents a share 
was sold to “investors” at from $1 
to $2.25. It is alleged that the 
Ranger company “purported that 
they were continuously drilling 
wells, whereas they- had abandoned 
the one well they started.” The 


the indictment states, that its stock 
was dealt in on the curb market. 
With the Ranger company are in- 
dicted Curtis, Parker & Co., L. C. 
Van Riper, Charles R. Morton, John 
R. McLean, and Ashley L. Holbrook. 
Paid Unearned Dividends. 


In the case of the Crown Oil 
company, also under indictment, the 
accusation is made that it paid un- 
earned dividends one week after its 
organization at the rate of 1 per 
cent a month, later increasing this 
to ra per;cent. E. M. Fuller & Co., 
of No. 60 Broad street, are named 
in the indictment as having sold 
this stock. The company was cap- 
italized at $3,000,000. 

Greenbaum, Bigelow & Green- 
baum, now out of business, accord- 
ing to the federal investigators, are 
alleged to have dealt in Charles 
United Oil and Gas company stock 
to the extent of 70,000 shares, and 
to have eorralled enough of the 
stock themselves to declare a divi- 
dend, although the company had no 
production. Thig stock, bought, it 
is claimed, at 7% cents a share, was 
sold at $2.25 a share in Chicago.

Great Western Petroleum corpora- 
tion face similar charges. 

The brokerage concerns indicted 
are Curtis Packer & Co., United Se- 
eurities company, E. Kent Holmes 
& Co., H. Morgan Pollak & Co., 
Thompson, James & Co., Stickney, 
Rawlinson & Colclough, of Boston: 
Grossman, Sherman & Co., George 
A. Lamb & Co., E. M. Fuller & Co. 
and Greenbaum, Bigelow & Green- 
baum. ; 

The indictments follow six 
months of untiring work by post- 
office inspectorB, who -have covered 
the entire country in their investi- 
gations. 

$20,000 Bail for Van Riper. 


While federal officers were seek- 
ing Louis C. Van Riper at Atlantic 
City and Boston for alleged connec- 
tion with the sale of Ranger Oil 
stock, the promoter and his counsel 
appeared at the federal court to an- 
Swer the indictment. Bail was 
fixed at $20,000 after the prosecu- 
tion had sought to have the amount 
.fixed at $50,00v. 

Van Riper’s counsel, Martin W., 
Littleton, pleaded the latter sum 
was excessive and would be tanta- 
mount to punishment, contending 
that a bond of $5,000 was the usual 
bail in mail fraud cases.

Attempt to Learn Taxa- 
ble Earnings of Com- 
pany Fails Thursday.

Refusal by Preston Arkwright, 
president of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, to disclose the 
company’s income tax return figures 
for the year 1919, and the ruling 
of Murphey Candler, of the Georgia 
railroad commission, that Mr. Ark- 
wright could not be forced to give 
the information, defeated an attempt 
by opponents of the power compa- 
ny’s petition for increased light and 
power ratesto learn the net taxable 
earnings of the corporation for 1919, 
at the Thursday session of the hear- 
ing on the petition. 

The effort to obtain the amount of 
taxable earnings was made during 
the afternoon session by Attorney 
George S. Jones, counsel for the 
Bibb .Manufacturing company, of 
Macon, Attorney Jones directly 
asked President Arkwright to give 
the tax figurés-and, uponhis refusal 
te do so, Chairman Candler ruled 
in favor of the petitioners. 

Mr. Arkwright was also asked by 
Attorney Jones to give the stfite 
ad valorem tax assessment of the 
company’s properties for thé same 
period,and inreply Mr. Arkwright 
stated he would not give the infor- 
mation, but that it was contained in 
public documents in the office ‘of 
the state attorney general, and was 
accessible to anyone. 

Three Hours on Stand. 

Mr. Arkwright occupled the stand 
for nearly three hours Thursday 
afternoon, during which time he 
was closely quizzed by Attorney 
Jones, who sought to arrive at the 
status of various phases of the com- 
pany’s financial conditions, 

About thirty-five questions, which 
had been several weeks ago pre- 
sented to Mr. Arkwright in writ- 
ing by opponents of the applica- 
tion for the revised rate schcdule, 
were answered by Mr. Arkwright 
in writing. Several of the answers, 
‘~vhich were filed with the commis- 
Sion, consisted of comprehensive 
statements hundreds of typewritten 
pages in length, containing statis- 
tics relating to the operating ex- 
penses of the company during the 
past few months. 

Attorney Jones went over sec- 
tions of the written answers with 
Mr. Arkwright, asking him many 
questions. Mr. Arkwright was 
pressed for detailg on the cost of 
generating and delivering current, 
and the various phases of the sys- 
tem of cost accounting used by the 
company were discussed. 

Other Witnesses. 

Other important witnesses at the 
Thursday session were Mayor James 
L. Key and Joel Hurt, Atlanta 
street railway pioneer. Their tas- 
timony consumed practically all of 
th orning session, which adjourn- 
‘ed at 1 o'clock. The hearing was 
re ed at 2:30 o’clock, when Mr. 
A right took the stand. The 
afternoon session was entirely 
taken up with the testimony of 
Mr. Arkwright, and did not adjourn 
until after 5 o’clock. The heariag 
will Re resumed at 9;30 o'clock Fri- 
day morning when it is expected 
that Attorney Jones will conclude 
the cross-examination of Mr. Ark- 
wright.

“If I were making up the platform 
I'd write it on a pogtcard and in 
such terms that if we were wrong, 
the whole country would know it.”

INTER-CHURGH BAN 
LAID BY BAPTISTS 


Northern, Baptist Conven- 
tion Votes to Terminate 
All Relations With the 
Movement. 


| 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 24.—The 
Northern Baptist convention today 
voted after a lengthy debate to ter- 
minate relations with the Inter- 
church World Movement. 

Lay and clerical delegates spoke 
in defense of the movement, but 
the resolution submitted by the 
board o& promotion through Dr. 
John Y. Aitchison, its director, was 
finally approved. Several of the 
delegates expressed the belief that 
the withdrawal of the Baptists 
threatened the ultimate collapse of 
the entire Interchurch World Move- 
ment. 

Rev. Cornelius Woelfkin, of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist church, New 
York, reviewed the constructive 
side of interchurch activities. F. N. 
Goben, a New York lay delegate, 
spoke in favor of the interchurch 
idea and urged unification of ef- 
fort in religious work. 

“We hear,” said Dr. Woelfkin, 
“charges of extravagance against 
the movement; that it faiied from a 
financial viewpoint; that it failed 
because it did not take a doctrinal 
stand on its evangelical position: 
that it was mere camouflage for 
organic church unity—le®¥s say they 
are all true.” 

Then he turned to the benefits 
from the movement, as he viewed 
the and concluded: 

" the interchurch movement 
does not offer the channel for a 
united Protestanism then we must 
find a way that does.” 

Dr Courtland Myers, pastor of 
Tremont temple, at Boston, recom- 
mended that the Interchurch World 
Movement “be buried in a grave s° 
deep that there will be no danger 
of a resurrection.” He charged that 
autocracy was running the Northern 
Baptist denomination.

San Francisco, June 24.—Mobiliza- 
tion of democratic national conven- 
tion forces for the expected clash 
over a prohibition enforcement 
plank tn the party’s 1920 platform, 
will approach completion tomorrow.

The Nebraskan is generally re- 
garded as field marshal of the bone- 
dry element.

The na- 
tional committeemanship also is in- 
volved in the Georgia contest. 
The Georgia contest probably will 
be considered by a subcommittee be- 
fore fina] action is taken by the full 
committee. This is a fight between 
one set of delegates favoring A. 
Mitchell Palmer for president, and 
another known as the Hoke Smith- 
Tom Watson group. The adjust- 
ment of this dispute is expected to 
settle the contest for national com- 
mitteeman from Georgia. Clark 
Howell, oldest’ committeeman in 
point of service in the national body, 
is lined up with the Palmer forces 
and is opposed by W. C. Vereen. 
Reed Arrives to Fight. 
Members of the national commit- 
tee anticipate a lively time if Seha- 
tor James A. Reed, of Missouri, ap- 
pears and tries to have himself 
placed on the temporary roll of the 
convention. The Missouri senator, 
who is a bitter opponent of the 
league of nations covenant, and who 
has oppesed many administration 
measures in the senate, arrived here 
late today to fight his own battle 
for recognition as a delegate. 
Although ‘the senator claims to 
have been elected a delegate from 
the fifth Missouri district, his name 
does not appear on the list of dele- 
gates made up by the secretary of 
the national committee for submis- 
sion to the committee tomorrow. 
The Missourl state convention, 
some time ago, rejected the selection 
of Reed as a delegate by the fifth 
district democrats. Acording to the 
records of the national committee 
here, the fifth district did not se- 


ing the life of the state convention, 
but re-elected him at a subsequent 
meeting. 

According to £xecutive Secretary 
Hollister, of the national committee, 
it is claimed Reed's re-election was 
illegal, and for that reason his name 
was not placed on the temporary roll 
for approval by the national com- 
mittee. ,It was also sald by Mr. Hol- 
lister that James T. Bradshaw, of 
Kansas City, an alternate; would be 
recognized as Senator Reed's substi- 
tute.

This 
morning the body of Patrick Plunk- 
ett, a commercial traveler and well 
known ‘in Belfast as a cricket play- 
er, was found in Bishop street and 
removed to a fire station. He was 
killed immediately after he ~had 
sent a telegram to his wife inform- 
ing her of his safety. A barber 
named McLaughlin, who was killed 
by a sniper, was wounded two 
months ago. A woman named 
Moore was. shot today while look- 
ing from.a window. 


Looting Worse Than Ever. 


The looting last night was more 
extensive’ than ever. Numerous 
cases were reported of armed and 
masked men calling at the homes of 
unionists and nationalists and giv- 
ing them a couple of hours in which 
to clear out. 

An English soldier who went 
through the war, describing his ex- 
periences in Londonderry today, 
said he had seen nothing in France 
to compare with the situation in 
Londonderry. Bullets, he said, were 
flying from all sides wherever he 
went and it was marvelous that so 
few lost their lives. 

An attack by a mob of 300 on the 
gas works last night was frustrated 
by the military, who took posses- 
Sion of the plant.

San Francisco, Cal., June 24.—Un- 
less the strategy ofthe McAdoo 
movement is spoiled by the irre- 
pressible enthusiasm of his person- 
al supporters, he will presently be 
found strongly advocating the nom- 
ination of Senator Carter Glass.

But McAdoo’s insistence that he 
is definitely, finally and irrevoca- 
bly out of the fightwhich insist- 
ence has been repeated within the 
last twenty-four hours in telegrams 
to intimate friends here, and in 
which.~language is used that per- 
mits of no misinterpretation, is not 
to be accepted by his loyal support- 
ers without a terrific struggle. 
They are willing to go to the bat 
for Glass and are willing to see 
that McAdoo’s name is not placed 
in formal nomination along with 
the other candidates, but they are 
not yet willing to give up hope >of 
effecting a stampede for McAdoo 
from the floor. When Shouse and 
Jenkins arrive, therefore, the final

CAUGHT ON THURSDAY; 
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RANE POLITICS 


Missouri Republicans De- 
nounce Leaders for “Dis- 
honoring” Positions. 
Ex-Governor Hadley 
Tells of Use of Cash. 


-Sedalia, Mo., June 24.—Resolu- 
tions demanding the removal of Ja- 
cob L. Babler, republican national 
cemmitteeman from Missouri, and /w. 
L. Cole, state republican chairman, 
were adopted today at a meeting of 
Missouri republicans, called here 
for the purpose of “cleaning house” 
in the republican party in the state. 
Both men admitted before the sen- 
ate investigating committee that 
they had received money from man- 
agers of the Lowden campaign. for 
the presidential nomination. 

Text of Reselution. 

After reciting the circumstances 
contained in the Babler-Cole testi- 
mony before the senate committee, 
the resolution continues: 

“Be it resolved, That our party 
organization must be purged anda 
cleaned of every man who has pros- 
tituted it to commercial purpose 


and to the end that those now 
known to be guilty may not go un- 
whipped of justice, we demand that 
National Committeeman Babler and 
State Chairman Cole resign from 
the positions which they have wan- 
tonly dishonored, and that every 
other party committeeman within 
our organization guilty of the sim- 
ilar conduct, do the same, and that 
refusing to act upon this demand by 
immediately tendering their resig- 
nations, we c*ll upor state and 
national cummittees to remove 
Chairman Cole and National Com- 
mitteeman Babler from office.” 

The resolutions call for the ap- 
pointment of two committees—ole 
to present the resolutions to the 
republican state committee to “u3e 
every legitimate means... to have 
purposes thereof carried into ef- 
fect,” and the other committee to 
present the resolutions to Will H. 
Hays, chairman of the republican 
national committee, and to “endeayv- 
or to obtain his aid,” in the effort 
to have Babler removed from mem- 
bership of the national committee. 

Use of Money Common. 

Assertions that alleged efforts of 
certain Missouri republican leaders 
to throw support of the state’s del- 
egation to a presidential candidate 
from whose campaign fund they had 
received money were not new, and 
that similar attempts had been 
made in 1908, 1912 and 1916, were 
made by Herbert S. Hadley, former 
governor, read at the meeting. 

Mr. Hadly now holds the chair of 
law in the University of Colorado, 
his letter, written to W. C. Pierce, 
of Maryville, one of those active in 
es the meeting here, reads in 


part 

“I ‘heartily approve of your meet- 
ing and its purpose. I am, howev- 
er, surprised that anyone should 
have been surprised at the discios- 
ure of the fact that money was se- 
cured by the leaders of the Morse- 
Babler crowd for which they were 
to deliver the Missouri delegation 
at the natitonal sonvention. many 
of these men have been engaged in 
these same practices for years. In 
1908 they received money (I was 
told that the amount was $15,000) 
to deliver the delegation to Senator 
Fairbanks and then when they 
found the sentiment was strong for 
Taft they ‘laid“down’ on Fairbanks, 
but Kept his money.

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THE NEGRO’S STATUS. 

During the recent republican 
convention a Chicago negro dele- 
gate rather startled the people of 
_the south when, in pressing certain 
race demands before the subcom- 
mittee on resolutions, he declared 
‘that “we come not as supplicants, 
but as your brothers and your 
equals.” 

A day or two later the whole 
country was shocked by the action 
‘of the convention bosses in over- 
riding the expressed will of the 
majority of the delegates voting 
and officially declaring a negro to 
‘be republican national committee- 
man for Georgia. 

Even the right-thinking negroes 
‘themselves have no sympathy, 
either with the sentiment express- 
‘ed by the arrogant Chicago negro 
politician or with the attitude of 
the G. O. P. machine—an attitude 

at was assumed palpably for the 
purpose of catching negro votes in 
the northern states. 

The Constitution is in receipt of 
a letter from J. A. G. LuValle, a 
negro of Norfolk, Va., which ex- 
presses the position of all fair- 
minded and reasonable citizens, 
/lack and white, upon the proper 
relationship between the two races. 

“We feel,” says our correspond- 
ent, “that the white people of this 
country do not fully understand 
our position, condition nor our 
aspirations. We are not desirous 
of ‘social equality,’ but we do de- 
sire—yea, crave—our constitutional 
rights as true ‘American citizens. 
That is, equal protection under the 
jaw, equal opportunity to make an 
honest living, and equal educa- 
tional facilities.” 

No right-thinking citizen of our 
ecsunt.y, Which is founded upon 
“re principle of liberty and equal- 
ity before the law, can take issue 
with that position. 

The negro is entitled to equal 
“protection under the law, to equal 
opportunity to make an honest liv- 
‘ing, to equal educational facilities. 
No fair-minded negro will demand 
more than that; no fair-minded 
white citizen wants to grant him 
less. 

Upon that basis the two races 
can and will dwell in peaceful re- 
Jationships under the constitution; 
it is in the unreasonable extremes 
‘to which republican organization 
‘committed itself at Chicago that 
the danger lies—and it is a danger 
that, if nct checked by the masses 
ofthe people, will inevitably lead 
to real peril. 

'. In an editorial on “Our Race 
Problem,” apropos the _ recent 
“Bthiopian empire” demonstration 

! (riot) in Chicago—following, by a 
significant coincidence, close upon 
_the heels of the G. O. P. conclave— 
The Chicago Tribune, which of late 
has manifested a decided and re- 
freshing change of heart on this 
question, gives expression to the 
following reasonable discussion of 
the situation that has been created 
by the extreme attitude that has 
been assumed by misguided or 
mischievous membérs of both 
races: 


“Intelligent colored men and 
women must see that a race con- 
flict aroused by inordinate expec- 
tation among the negroes stimulated 
bes dreamers * * * and by the white 
politicians who are after negro votes 
at any cost, must end in disaster to 
“the negro on this continent. A mere 
comparison of numbers, waiving all 
‘question of means to destroy. dis- 
¢ipline, organization, etc, must 

' make the tragic outcome clear. 
- » @And@ race conflict is certain if

black.. What support can be given 
sensible célored_people from with- 
eut ought to be assUréd; namely. 


by protection of life and liberty, the | 


strict maintenance of order, the 
equal enforcement of -the:’law, the 
punishment of white mischief-mak- 
ers. But we hope they will exert 
all ther influence against such ill- 
advised activities as the Niagara 
movement, backed by sentimental 
whites and impractical colored 
idealists, and also in politics against 
white politicians who are exploit- 
ing negroes for their immediate po- 
litien! adwantage regurdiess of the 
consequences already darkening 
over the horizon.” 

This is sane and truthful doc- 
trine—solid to the foundation. 
And, coming as it does from a 


great republican newspaper that 
until recently has been vehement 
in its repeated reference to the 
“negro problem” as the south’s 
problem, it is all the more signifi- 
cant and refreshing. 

There is round logic in it, and 
well-directed counsel, which all in- 
telligent citizens of either race 
would do well to heed.

The Cobb County (Ga.) Times 
says to the people who are delib- 
erately killing time, holding up 
production and “waiting for they 
know not what,” that “the present 
times are about as satisfactory as 
any ‘we have ever had,” and it’s up

Of the “unrest” agitators of com- 
munities that are advancing in 
spite of them, and getting their 
full share of the general prosperity, 
the Cobb county paper says: 

“A little unrest is not to be taken 

a cause of great alarm. Of 
course everybody is not satisfied 
with things. Has there ever been 
a period in history when every- 
body was satisfied with things as 
they were? Was there ever a time 
when someone was not opposed to 
the existing social, industrial or re- 
ligious condition?” 

The thing to do is to cut out the 
senseless quarrel with the real 
good times and become helpers, in- 
stead of hinderers—to leave the 
idle arguments as to “what’s com- 
ing to the country,’ and all that 
sort of thing, and get the busy, 
building-up habit; stop decrying 
the poor purchasing power of the 
alleged “50-cent dollar,’ and work 
to pile the dollars up!

HEALTH TALKS ||

RIPPLES ON THE SPLANCHNIC 
| POOL. 

Stagnant water does not purify 
itself as does the water of a river 
Or brook. Neither does stagnant 
blood purify itself. 

I have a secret to divulge. It is 
one which the quacks and nostrum 
makers have long pretended to 
know, but.have carefully kept to 
themselves. How is the blood puri- 
fied? By taking a physic? Non- 
sense. Then by taking sarsaparilla 
Or some sueh flavor? More non- 
sense. Well, give it up. The blood 
is purified by the oxygen it absorbs 
in the lungs. Air purifies it, just 
as the air purifies the water of a 
running stream. Some impurities 
Or waste matters produced by the 
human enginary are removed by a 
process of sedimentation just as 
gross impurities are removed from 
running water; but most of our 
self-produced poisons and _ toxic 
wastes are destroyed by burning, by 
Oxidation. This requires some oxy- 
gen, which we are free to absorb 
from the air we breathe. Free air is 
On tap everywhere nowadays. Bet- 
ter grab your share while it is free 
—certainly some captain of indus- 
try will find a way to control this 
indispensable commodity ere long. 
_In the abdominal and chest cavi- 
ties there are an infinite number of 
intercommunicating vessels capable 
of holding one-third of the entire, 
blood of the body. In the state’ 
known as shock they do hold most 
of the blood of the body. Under 
other less spectacular circum- 
Stances these blood vessels of the 
splanchnic region keep a large part 
of the blood stagnating and hence 
not purifying itself. The splanch- 
nic vessels seem to. acquire this 
habit as we grow older. Some of 
us grow older younger than we 
Should. Sometimes the splanchnic 
pool is stagnant even in childhood, 
mollycoddled childhood, childhood 
rank with book learning, but un- 
educated below the collar bones. 
But it is from’ the age of about 15 
years in girls and about 17 in boys 
that the splanchnic pool commonly 
begins to stagnate. That is the 
age when we first assume false 
dignity, in the shape of corsets or 
near-corsets and high heels; or 
long pants and starched collars. 

Individuals who maintain a stag- 
nant pool usually have cold feet, 
“poor circulation,” look — sallow, 
quarre] with their livers for no rea- 
son at all, the poor liver being ut- 
terly passive and indifferent; they 
are pessimistic or- gloomy, getting 
the blues over trifles, which physi- 
cally trained individuals laugh 
away. They are shallow thinkers, 
“nervous,” poorly nourished, as a 
doctor would say (meaning under- 
weight), or flabby and obese after 
the age of thirty. 

The most effective way to find 
out whether your splanchnic pool 
is stagnant is by turning half a 
dozen somersaults each night and 
morning for a month. If you feel 
no better your trouble is not stag- 
nation. If you feel better, ’tis— 
keep a-turning as long as you con- 
tinue walking on your hind legs.

IMPROVED METHOD 
IN FIGHTING BOLL 
WEEVIL IS GIVEN 


In response 


! tO a request from 
Commissioner of Agricuiture J. J. 
brown, ex-officio chairman of the 
State board of entomology, lra W. 
Williams, cotton specialist in charge 
OL boll weevil anu experimentul! 
work for the board, has written a 
letter describing the latest and most 
improved method of fighting the 
pest. As the letter should prove 
of interest to all cotton planters, 
Mr. Brown gave it to the press 
Tuegday. It is as follows: 

“At your requcst we are suomitting te 
you a statement in regard te the boll weevil 
in Gvorgia and the proper fight for farm- 
ers to inake. 

“The boll weevils have come out very 
early ig must sections of the state, and, in 
a great number of places, are more numer- 
ous early in the season than heretofore. As 
usual, a large number of the over-wintered 
weevils die before the squares are large 
enough for them to reprouuce. ‘the usual 
recohimendaiious made in regard to fighting 
the weevil are the destruction of gtalks 
in the fall and the picking of the ever- 
wintered weevil when they first come’ out } 
and appear in the budded cotton, and the 
picking up and destroying the squares which 
these weevils have punctured. ‘This {fight 
is made in order to reduce the number of 
over-wintered weevils and also te reduce 
their reproduction. 

“This year, because of the results we 


have secured from some of our experiments 
at Valdosta and other places in south Geor- 
gia, where the cotton was very early, we 
ure now recoinmending that where there are 
found as many as fifty over-wintered wee- 
vils per acre in the field, that just before 
the squares are large enough for the weevil 
to begin depositing their eggs that the cot- 
ton be dusted according to the information 
given out for dusting cotton by the state 
board and the United States bureau of en- 
tomology, two or three times at an inter- 
val of two to three days. Picking the wee- 
vil on an entire field and then dusting 
every other block, we found the weevils to 
be very much reduced, not finding any on 
some of the blocks. This is a very impor- 
tant additional recommendation for the de- 
struction of the over-wintered weevil, and 
should be followed where the infestation is 
very great, as the fight on the weevils that 
have gone through the Winter is the most 
important that the farmer can make. We 
make this recommendation because, from 
the experiments at our experiment stations, 


with the conditions that exist in Georgia, 
it has proved to be beneficial in reducing 
the winter weevil, and we make this addi- 
tional recommendation at the present time 
for the benefit of the farmers in the north- 
ern part of the state, where there is stiil 
plenty ct time to make observations and 
apply the dust. 

“The recon:imendations previously given by 
this department and by Mr. Coad, of the 
United States bureau of entomology, are 
the best recommendations that. we can make 
after the fight on the winter weevil. If 
this fight has been thoroughly made with 
the above recommnedations, the regular 
dusting will begin very much Iater in the 
season, and it will take fewer dustings to 
control the weevil. The 15 to 20 per cent 
infestation, regarding which former recom- 
mendations have been made, will come very 
much later. 

‘“‘We indorse all the recommendations 
made by the national government as being 
applicable to Georgia, and we thaqroughly 
indorse all the instructions given by the 
Niagara Sprayer company, which has sev- 
eral men located in the state to help the 
farmers in this work.’’ 


ROGERS WOULD REDUCE 
LICENSE TAX ON FORDS 


By an error made in copying the 
titles of new bills at the press ta- 
ble in the house Wednesday, nearly 
all the daily papers in the. state 
gave Mr. Rogers, of Elbert, credit 
for introducing a measure which 
would make the minimum tax on 
automobiles $25 instead of $11.23, 
the present figure. The bill, as a 
matter of fact, makes the minimum 
license fee $5 for cars of 23 horse- 
power or less and fixes a charge of 
30 cents per horsepower, one-half 
of the present charge, for each 
horsepower in excess of 23.

JOSEPH J. HOOK 
‘MEETS HIS DEATH 
WHILE IN CANADA 


News has just been received in 
Atianta of the death of Joseph 
Johnson Hook, 30 years of age, son 
of Mr.. and Mrs. A. Stephens Hook, 
of the Peachtree Court apartment, 
former lieutenant of the United 
States army, who was cited by Gen- 
eral Pershing for distinctive and ex- 
ceptional, gallantry. A telegram 
was received by his relatives from 
the American consul in Victoria, 
British Columbia, telling of his 
death in the Empress hotel. 

Mr. Hook left Atlanta about two 
weeks ago to join a party of friends 
for an expedition into Alaska and 
fell ill] on the trip, dying after a 
short illmess at the hotel) in Victo- 
ria. Mr. Hook was well and favor- 
ably known in Atlanta, possessing 
innumerable friends, and held an 
enviable war record. 

The citation of Lieutenant Hook 
he was a second lieu- 
tenant of the 356th infantry, 89th 
division in the sanguinary Meuse- 
Argonne drive. The commander-in- 
chief bestowed on him this signal 
honor for his part in the fighting 
at + eae France, on November 


5, ‘ 

Lieutenant Hook rose to the rank 
of first lieutenant from the grade 
of private, enlisting several years 
before the entrance of the United 
States in the European struggle. He 
went to France in December, 1917, 
as a sergeant, but was soon pro- 
moted to second lieutenant. His 
stay in France lasted nearly two 
years, during which time he par- 
ticipated in the St. Mihlel and Ar- 
gonne offensives. He served with 
the second, third and eighty-ninth 
divisions. 

Upon receiving his honorable dis- 
charge from the army. Mr. Hook 
returned to Atlanta, where he re- 
mained in the employ of the South- 
ern Federal Concrete company. He 
pursued his wlork with this firm 
until about two weeks ago when he 
left for his northern tour. 

He was a member of one of the 


most prominent families in the state, 


being connected with many of the 
best known families of the south. 
He is survived by his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. A. Stephens Hook, and ore 
sister, Mrs. Edgar Dunlap, Jr. His 
body will be brought to Atlanta, 
where the funeral will be held.

This 
schedule will be repeated on Tues- 
day and will be continued every 
Saturday and Tuesdav thereafter, 
either permanently or until a pub- 
lic market is established. Streets 
opposite the Auditorium will be 
closed to ordinary traffic during 
the market period. The sidewalks 
will be the aisles for the market's 
patrons and the street space next 
to the curbs will be reserved for 
the farmers’ wagons. The early 
closing hour has been established in 
order to allow the sanitary depart- 
ment sufficient time to clean up be- 
fore evening. More than 210 farm- 
ers will have vehjcles loaded with 
farm produce at the curbs in the 
morning.

MEET OF TENANTS 
TO ENTER PROTEST 
AGAINST RENTS 


In the hope that some remedy 
can be applied to the present high 
rates charged tenants by __—itheir 
landlords and that action to cur- 
tail the owners from increasing the 
already exorbitant prices being 
asked for apartments and homes, a 
public meeting will be held next 
Thursday night at the Auditorium, 
being enalled at the instization of 
the Georgia fair price commission- 
er, John A. Manget, who is anxious 
to find some plan whereby tenants 
will be able to rent within the 
scope of their incomes. 

The situation will be discussed 
by different speakers, and it is une 
edrstood that specific cases of ine 
creases will be cited. Moreover, it 
i sprobable that the assembly wil 
ndopt resolutions for submission to 
the state legislature to formulate 
some law whereby the rentals may 
be readjusted. 

This matter came to a head when 
Commissioner Manget received a 
large number of complaints from 
non-er who were forced to 
pay the sums as the owners dic- 
tated and were obliged to submit te 
constant increases on short notices. 
Some writers stated that their rent 
had been raised as high as 50 per 
cent and other. claimed that the 
conveniences and service decreased 
as the price advanced. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Manget 
that some sort of relief will be 
given tenants before August 1, as 
he has warned them against mak- 
ing new leases at exorbitant rates. 
Furthermore, he is urging the op- 
pressed to communicate with their 
lecislators with the view of secure 
ing their support for relief legis-e 
lation. 

It is probable that one of two 
kinds of laws will be advocated to 
curb the power of the owners, who 
are causing the rental disturbance. 
The first of these is the same as is 
now the law in New York—that 
rent may not be advanced without 
a long notice. The other protects 
the tenant by a rate, which will be 
rezulated by the valuation of the 
building, which is rented. 


SEVERAL SOLONS 
CALL ON WALKER

RAIL WAGE AWARD 
LIKELY NIEXT WEEK 


Chairman Payne, How- 
ever, Says Definite Date 
Can’t Be Fixed—Presi- 
dent Wilson Urges the 
Board to Hasten. 


‘Chicago, Juné 24.—The railway 

labor board may hand down its de- 
cision fixing new wage schedules 
for all classes of railroad workers 
next week. No date can be set 
a a however, according to 

Judge R. M. Barton, chairman of 
“the board, as reconsideration of the 
' assembled decisions may delay the 
final award for a week or more. 

Judge Barton denied reports that 
the board faced a deadlock because 
of the widely divergent opinions of 
the members representing the roads 
and the men. Admitting that there 
was a natural difference of opinion 
as to what increases should be 
granted, the chairman said no in- 
surmountable difficulties had been 
encountered. 

Publication today in Washington 
of the text of President Wilson’s 
message asking the board to expe- 
dite its award cleared up the mys- 
tery which had surrounded the tel- 
egram, receipt of which had been 
denied by members of the board. 
Judge Barton, after reading the 
published text announced that the 
message was sent to him last Mon- 
day marked “personal and  confi- 
dential,” and that he had therefare 
withheld it from the rest of the 
board. 

Jvdge Barton declined to make 
public his answer, but said he would 


be glad to. have: the president do go.:

sion.” 

The city council, board of trade, 
chamber of commerce, railway club 
and manufacturers’ association have 
been invited to send representa- 
tives to the metting. 

Present Wave of Strikes. 

Reports compiled here show that 
the present wave of strikes unau- 
thorized by the brotherhood chiefs 
is confined largely to the Atlantic 
seaboard. In the central wést there 
have been half a dozen minor walk- 
outs during the past days, with less 
than 100 men involved in each case, 
and without exception the strikers 
have returned to work after a day 
or two of idleness. Chicagé, Bur- 
lington and Quincy men who struck 
at Quincy, IIL, Wednesday, return- 
ed to work today. 

The question of what:to do with 
the strikers will be one of the sub- 
jects considered at the meeting of 
brotherhood chiels tomorrow. When 
the walkouts started here April l, 
the brotherhoods retaliated by for- 
feiting the charters of the unions 
atfected. In this manner more than 
30,000 railroad workers have been 
expelled from the unions, brother- 
heod heads say, and they consider 
it useless to consider this form of 
disciplining. 

BOARD PROMISES 
TO HASTEN WORK. 

Washington, June 24.—Assur- 
ances that the railroad labor board 
would expedite its award in the 
railroad wage controversy were re- 
ceived. today by President Wilson. 

The board’s message to the presi- 
dent was in reply to an inquiry by 
the executive as cv possibility of 
hastening the award or of announc- 
ing a tentative or partial settlement. 
The reply of the board had not been 
made public at the white house to- 
night, but it was understood to set 
forth that some,delay must occur 
in a matter in which there are so 
many conflicting claims, so many 
classes of workers to be consid- 
ered and so much evidence, both 
oral and written, to be reviewed. 

While hopeful that the text of 
the board’s reply would be made 
public eventually, representatives 
here of the railroad unions said 
that the mere assurance that an 
early award could be expected 
would exercise a beneficial effect 
at least in preventing the spread of 
incipient strikes. 


Wilson’s Message. 


The president in his message to 
the board in Chicago said: 

“Reports placed befere me showed 
transportation situation hourly 
growing more difficult, and I am 
wondering whether it would not be 
possible for your board to announce 
a decision with reference to the 
pending wage, matter. At least 
would it not be possible for your 
board, if it has reached no final 
conclusions relative to these vital 
matters,*tentatively to agree upon a 
séttlement or even a Partial settle- 
ment?’’

Would Censor “Movies.” 

} Among the new measures intro- 
duced, several are of general pub- 
lic interest. Mr. Ficklen, the ven-' 
erable Wilkes representztive, sent 
to the clerk’s desk a bill which 
provides for a censorship of mov- 
ing pictures in Georgia and tho ap- 
pointment of + state censor, who 
may be eithey man or a woman. 
The salaries of the censor and his 
clerks assistants are to be 
fixed by the library commission 
and paid out of fees of $1 for each 
reel censored not exceeding 1,000 
-feet or fract’-:al part .iereof of 
film. 

Only such films as are in the 
judgment ef the censor of a moral, 
educational, or a:ausing and harm- 
le-. chara?@ter shall be passed and 
approved. The weorgia censorship 
is authorized, however, to work 
with a censor congress, co.nposed 
of cens~~-~ of otner States or a na- 
tional board of tensv.-~-:..p, and the 
action of such econxzresr in approv- 
ing or rejecting a film shall be 
considered final in Georgia, pro- 
vided the fees arc paid _ to the 
Georgia censor. 

A bill tntroduced by the Fulton 
delegation to appropriate an addi- 
tional $125,000 to the eorgia 
School of Technology for mainte- 
mance next year is considered in- 
dicative of what-must be done to 
meet the reeds of @ various ‘state 
eductaional institutions.
